GOVERNOR WOODS. 


Mr. P. B. Tully managed the matter 
of Gov. Woods’ place of residence very 
adroitly in his speech here. He did 
not state that Gov. Woods did not re- 
side at San José, but he attempted to. 
convcy that impression by every inpu- 
endo in his power, such as, “Now, I 
don’t say that Gov. Woods never had 
an office in San José, but if he had; I 
dou’t know where it was,” and other 

statements of like import. Whether 
he had an office there or not is of no 
consequence. That he resides there is 
known to every one-who has an ac- 
quaintance in San José, and he has 
been a resident and voter there for the 
six years last past. He has a house on 
the corner of Reed and Second streets, 
one of the finest houses in the city, and 
there he lives with his family,his daugh- 
ters attending the Normal School, 
and a proof that he means to stay is 
his investment there, the assessment 
roll showing that in 1881 he was as- 
sessed on his property $5265. And 
the same year P. B. Tully, though he 
made a wonderful blow of owning 
property enough to give him a good 
support, and therefore he had no need 
for the office from a financial stand- 
point, was Only assessed $3070. The 
silly assertion that he is a carpet-bag- 
ger is not worthy of notice. That he 
was distinguished enough to receive 
the appointment by the President as 
Governor of Utah Territory is surely 
enough to explain his presence in Utah. 
That he left that chilling mountainous 
fastness, which is cursed by the worst 
plague spot of \leprous immorality 
that exists our shores for the 
sunny skies and pleasant plains of 
genial California, the land of milk and 
honey, whose fruits are the best, and 
whose flowers are the brightest, at the 
expiration of his term of office, is no 
matter for wonder or astonishment as 
is affected by the Democratic press. It 
is not a crime to change one’s resi- 
dence if by that means one can better 
himself in purse, in health and happi- 
ness Or morals. - The Democratic press 
has a stereotyped protest against the 
“bloody shirt” being flaunted in pol- 
itics, but that sanguinary undergar- 
“ment has hardly cut a figure beside 
the use of this nonsenical carpet-bag- 
cry by that same Democratic press.

Of course 
there could be no question as to the 
marital status of the parties, for a 
woman can no more marry the corpse 
of her lover than she could his tomb- 
stone; and so it turns out that all her 
ambitious hopes hung upon just one 
moment of time and that moment was 
wanting. Apropos of this the San 
Francisco Hxchange notices the case of 
a young couple in an Eastern city who 
‘were married and started upon their 
wedding tour, but before halting to 
rest the bride was killed> by an acci- 
dent on the road. The husband 
brought suit against the road for dam- 
ages, but the case finally coming be- 
fore the Supreme Court of the United 
States, it was decided against the 
plaintiff on the ground that he was 
not the husband of his bride, as the 
marriage had not been consummated— 
that the due performance of the cere- 
mony and the subsequent wedding tour 
did not constitute such a marriage as 
the law contemplates. We cannot say 
to what extent the Hxchange is correct 
but we seriously doubt whether any 
court could render such a decisiun, 
and we know of no statute under 
which such an opinion could be main- 
‘tained, As ourcotemporary did not 
publish the title of the case to whieh 
it has referred, and hence that we are 
unable to read for ourselves, we ask 
for futher time, and will still assure 
our young friends who are matrimo- 
nially inclined, that they are man and 
wife, under the laws ot California, as 


soon as they accept one another as, 


such in good faith.
